FOR the man dubbed by the Greek press as 
the “Rubber Man”, it really couldn’t have 
been an easier introduction into the West 
End NSL — or could it? 


“Rubber Man’’ — 
alias South Melbourne 
Hellas goalkeeper Bruce 
McLaren — has joined 
the club in its finest sea- 
son since 1984, and 
South Melbourne’s rise 
to fame has swept 
McLaren along with it.

But his rapid rise to 
NSL stardom hasn’t 
come as easily as it 
might seem. 

Back in Round 12, 
Hellas had found itself 
in a mini-slump as it 
came off its second de- 
feat in succession, a 4-0 
thumping at Wollon- 
gong.

“Tt was quite a wrench 
at first”, he admits. 

“But having the 
advantage of parents 
here helped, and joining 
South Melbourne wasn’t 
a bad move either. 


“Without a shadow of 
a doubt, I’ve joined the 
best club in Australia at 
the best possible 
time. It’s great to be 
playing football here.

Gutsy Faulkner lifted

THREE months ago 
32-year-old Jeff 
Faulkner had quit 
the captaincy of 
finals contender 
Sunshine George 
Cross and 
announced his re- 
tirement from NSL 
Soccer.

“‘He’s non-stop at 
trying to rev people up, 
and he leads by exam- 
ple,’’ Faulkner told

WHAT a curious, 
cruel stroke of fate

AFTER watching Newcastle Austral tumble 
and fumble to a 0-0 affair against Ku-ring- 
gai at Austral Park last Saturday I had to re- 
evaluate the 400 km round trip.

Drakeford finds 
feet at Falcons

IT is pleasing to see Kenny Drakeford gaining 
some “rave reviews” for his displays with Mor- 
well Falcons this season and, hopefully, the 
gifted little midfielder has now procured, at 
Morwell, an appropriate niche to prove his true 


worth. 


Drakeford first gal- 
loped across Australian 
Soccer pitches in 1978; 
having been brought from 
England by South Mel- 
bourne after stints on the 
books of Wolverhampton 
Wanderers and Sheffield 
Wednesday (though play- 
ing for the first team of 
neither). 

He made 12 appear- 
ances in the old Philips 
League for the club be- 
fore becoming embroiled 
in a dispute over the 
terms of his contract and 
returning abruptly to 
England. 

Although always claim- 
ing the club to be in the 
wrong, Drakeford was 
later to admit that he had 
been “young and silly’”’ 
and should have stayed at 
Middle Park. 

It was probably back 
home in the grim, indust- 
tial West Midlands and 
unable to secure a con- 
tract with any major club 
that the full consequences 
of his walk-out hit him. 

In 1980, he left Eng- 
land again — this time for 
Sweden, where he played 
for IFK Malmo (not to be 
confused with past Euro- 
pean Champions’ Cup 
finalists Malmo FF) and IS 
Halmia in that country’s 
second and third divisions 
Tespectively. 

After making a total of 
15 outings in the Swedish 
League, Drakeford bade 
a less than fond farewell 
to Scandinavia. The 


Controversy 
galore! 


RINGWOOD City and 
Springvale City drew 
1-1 in a game that 
went seven minutes 
over time and ended 
in controversy.

Prominent Soccer 
journalist Fredrik 
Hallgren described him, 
at the time, as: ‘‘Very 
short and passionate. He 
obviously doesn’t like 
being in Sweden.” 

Back in his native Wol- 
verhampton, Drakeford 
played for a number of 
nearby semi-professional 
clubs, then the opportun- 
ity to travel again pre- 
sented itself and he was 
away once more — this 
time to New Zealand. 

The diminutive Eng- 
lishman found himself 
playing for Dunedin 
Technical, a club that had 
just gained promotion to 
New Zealand’s National 
League and discovered 
they had bitten off more 
than they could chew. 


Technical were a very 
moderate side and their 
22 games produced just 7 
points (from 1 win and 4 
draws). They finished 20 
points adrift of the 
penultimate team.

Michael Maguire, and its 
latest import, Andrew 
Hart, was sent-off by 
mistake. 

Referee Michael Kon- 
dagiannis made the error 
because he confused Hart 
with the true culprit.

The club from the provincial NSW city did a 
“Liverpool”, and they overcame their well-heeled 
rivals to claim the leading position. 

To get there they won wide community support, 
even though the Illawarra Soccer scene is divided up 
into various clubs in levels such as State League First 
and Second Divisions. 

It is competition that other codes such as Austra- 
lian rules and rugby league would not countenance 
from within their own ranks. 

There is no way that their clubs would be allowed 
to cut into the senior scene and split the interest and 
crowds. 

Wollongong’s position was achieved without hay- 
ing a major licensed club, but they did have the 
support of sponsors Fraternity Club, the BHP and 
Kem Corporation. 

But, more than anything else, they have members 
who roll up their sleeves to give the club every 
support, both in brain and brawn. 

Earlier it could have been said the minor premier- 
ship had been bought by the backing of entrepreneur 
Harry Michaels. 

The Wolves no doubt gratefully acknowledge his 
support, but the sum total of it revolves around the 
fine work done by the illustrious Alan Brazil and 
$100,000 in loan funds. 

Trevor Francis and Paul Mariner were not on deck 
for long. 

Certainly, loan player Marshall Soper gave things 
a burst, but he was out suspended for the last vital 
round. 

So what we are left with is a team of workers, 
seven of them rejects from other clubs, a sensible 
coach and a hard-working organisation and a keen 


i: ever there was the seed of a lesson for 


Leaving aside Wollongong’s lesson in competitive- 
mess - remember they narrowly won the NSW State 
League last year - the main lesson is what has to 
happen in Newcastle, Canberra and Brisbane. 

Soccer has to find a mean of ensuring these centres 
a place in the League. 

Two divisions are vital and franchising is vital. 

Canberra almost got back in the League ahead of 
Wollongong last year. They could not handle things 
with National League expenses and State League 
income. 

Newcastle must be one united show, and so must 
Brisbane. 

The winners of the Victorian, South Australian 
and Queensland State Leagues have the chance to 
play off for one NSL place. 

The other goes to NSW, with Blacktown City 
currently just ahead of arch rivals Melita Eagles. 

There are very few clubs - if any - who can find the 
necessary capital to operate in the NSL when there is 
no guarantee of continuity. 

NSL Soccer must have stability, but when are the 
league clubs going to show signs that they will seek to 
obtain it by gaining more big business support? 

Congratulations on what they do, but Soccer needs 
more.

Approval was given to a fixture list which included 
the semi-finals, final and grand final being played on 
successive weekends.

to say nothing of Aus- 
tralian rules and basket- 
ball doing it per- 
manently. 


If the argument is that 
Soccer has wider and 
different problems in 
meeting its obligations 
on a national basis, then 
I would suggest those 
problems are of our own 
making, caused by a 
series of narrow views 
on many fronts. 


Given this kind of his- 
tory, is it any wonder 
that we ask whether Ian 
Brusasco’s appointment 
will have any benefit for 
WA? 

The National League 
is the first item that 
comes to mind, and as 
always WA wants in. 

WA president Joe 
Lacerenza says he is 
after a National League 
based on private franch- 
ises, in which clubs from 
any state can participate 
if they have the will and 
financial support to 
make it. 


He states he wants 
people in power who 
will view the game as a 
whole, rather than 
favour a state or club. 

Only time will tell if 
Brusasco is the man to 
engineer a radical new 
direction for the natio- 
nal good.

ANDREW BERNAL, Australia’s 1985 World Youth skipper and former AIS 
athlete, has now signed a one year contract with Sydney Olympic. 


Bernal, who played in 
Spain with Sporting Gijon 
and last season with Eng- 
lish Second Division side 
Ipswich Town, elected to 
sign with Olympic despite 
being offered contracts by 
Sydney Croatia, Marconi 
and St George. 

Born on May 16 1966 in 
Canberra, Bernal’s three 
years experience overseas 
will prove most valuable 
to Olympic next season. 

“He is an exciting play- 
er who can fit easily into 
Our team as a sweeper, 
centre-back or even as an 
attacking midfielder.

MIKE WELLS, 


director of 


coaching in South Australia, has 
been one. of the all too few local 
coaches who has bothered to find 
out. As far back as 1983, Mike spent 
two months on a study tour of Bra- 
zil, including working with the 
Brazilian Football Academy in Rio 


de Janeiro. 


There is much to be noted in 
Mike’s excellent report. 

Head of the Brazilian Football 
Academy, Professor Manoel Neto, 
says Wells’ report is one of the 
most objective and realistic reports 
ever on Brazilian football. 


MOST Brazilian 
coaches involved 
with 14-18 year-old 
players work with 
the ball as much as 
possible. 

It is felt that there 
should be a great degree 
of variation in the 
technical training pro- 
cess, with the coach 
seing his role as one of 
“life and inspiration” to 
his young charges. 

The training rhythm is 
generally geared to that 
of the actual game, with 
many practices being 
progressive rather than 
static. 

Technical quality is 
seen as a means of eco- 
nomy in the use of 
energy. 

The better players are 
given liberty in the use 
of the ball during the 
game. However, in the 
modern Brazilian game, 
dribbling and running 
with the ball are gen- 
erally frowned upon, 

Tactics applied by the 
coach depend very much 
on the intelligence and 
ability of the players at 
his disposal. 

At senior level in 
most clubs, the basic 
formation is based on a 
1—4—1—2—3 line 


up. 

The back-four play- 
ers, when defending, 
work on a zonal mark- 
ing basis. 

In front of these, they 
use a screening player 
known as the “Brazilian 
stopper”. 

However, unlike sys- 
“tems used elsewhere, 
this player is not merely 
a defensive player: he 
has to be very skilful, 
capable of reading the 
play, mounting attacks, 
tackling or gaining pos- 
session well. 

Ahead of him, are the 
two midfield dynamos, 
one of whom is likely to 
also be able to serve as a 
support striker. 

The three front play- 
ers are normally con- 
ventional type players. 
A robust central striker 
supported by two wide 


players; one an attack- 
ing winger, the other a 
more defensive winger. 

The two outer full 
backs are employed 
heavily in attacking 
overlapping situations; 
whereas the two inner 
backs seldom attack and 
work when defending in 
a pivot fashion. 

With this type of sys- 
tem in mind, players are 
tested and developed for 
their capacity to play in 
the aforementioned 
roles or positions. 

The three key de- 
velopmental factors ex- 
pressed by Prof. Jayme 
Valente are: 

1. Quality of Work 

2. Diversification of 
Techniques 

3. Rhythm of Work 

It is also his belief that 
training and develop- 
ment should be: 

1. Progressive 

2. Realistic 

3. Aimed at Reflex and 
Co-ordination factors 

4. Laced with two/three 
touch conditions 

Valente also express- 
ed his feelings towards 
developing positive 
rather than negative 
play as being the mod- 
erm game’s most urgent 
need. 

To achieve this aim, 
he likes to use “condi- 
tioned”’ games, where 
only forward passes are 
allowed from the back 
third through to the 


front third of the field of 


play. 

In the modern Brazi- 
lian game, the emphasis 
is still very much on 


keeping or maintaining ~ 


possession of the ball. 
As dribbling is now 
being frowned upon, 
passing and control of 
the ball have to be of the 
highest quality. 

Young players are re- 
quired to work on exact- 
ly the same technical 
practices as the senior 
players. Only the in- 
tensity may be varied. 

On a proportionate 
basis, established play- 
ers work less on techni- 
que and more on physi- 
cal conditioning. But it

must be borne in mind 
that senior clubs train 
twice daily four to five 
days per week in season, 
some 16 to 20 hours a 
week. 

As leading senior 
players are already tech- 
nically highly proficient, 
it is felt that all they 
need is fine tuning. 
Therefore, the main aim 
at this stage is to pro- 
duce ‘super athletes’.

As the national side 
progressed through

tournaments staged in 
Moscow, Mexico and 
Asuncion, the program- 
me was developed 
further. 


Prior to the finals in 
Mexico, some 30 com- 
petitive lead-up matches 
were played. 


With Prof. Mello 
being primarily re- 
sponsible for the condi- 
tioning, Prof. Jair 
Pereira concentrated on 
individual player speed, 
marking and running 
with and off the ball. 

The new breed of 
Brazilian coaches like 
Edu, Jair and Mello are 
refining their work with 
three key factors fore- 
most in their minds: 

1, Flexibility 
2. Mobility 
3. Self-expression 

However, the base 
elements of technique, 
endurance and speed 
are not overlooked. 

Speed and velocity at 


© high work-rate levels are 


also viewed with import- 
ance. 

At national youth 
level, players are pre- 
pared and treated as if 
they are fully-fledged 
professionals, and, of 
course, by 18 years of 
age, most of them are 
just that. Those who 
Teadily spring to mind 
ate Bebeto, Geovani, 
Jorginho, Dunga and 
Demetrio. 

The final training and 
preparation of the 
successful 1983 side con- 
sisted of the players en- 
tering a camp in Rio de 
Janeiro. 

This camp lasted from 
December 1st, 1982, un- 
til February 22, 1983. 

Players were only 
allowed out for Christ- 
mas and New Year holi- 
days. 

The team stayed in a 
hotel situated close to 
the beach and within 
easy reach of good qual- 
ity training grounds.

Brazil today believe that 
the modern Brazilian 
game has to be a very 
scientific one. 

The present system 
aims at producing super- 
athletes with high 
technical ability. Players 
are tested both medical- 
ly and physically. From 
such tests, individual 
programmes are setup 
with everything being 
recorded, This is known 
as “The Control”. 

When a player trans- 
fers from one club to 
another, his records 
transfer with him. 

Often players are re- 
garded as being expend- 
able. The very nature of 
the climate, the way of 
life and the large num- 
ber of games played in 
any one year are prede- 
termining factors. 

The job of the coach 
requires him to get as 
much as possible from 
his players as he can at 
all times. 

Coaches in Brazil are, 
in the main, seen as 
being highly intelligent 
and very dedicated. 
They are specialists and 
are only one component 
of a team of coaches 
known as the ‘Commis- 
sao Tecnica’. 

They have specific 
areas of responsibility, 
unlike their Australian 
counterparts, who by 
the very nature of the 
game and its structure 
are very much the ‘jack 
of all trades’. 


Getting to know the 
Brazilian coaches bet- 
ter, one is impressed by 
their humility and desire 
not only to exchange 
ideas but, more impor- 
tantly, to learn them- 
selves about overseas 
matters. 


In essence, they do 
not play or dabble at 
coaching; they work at 
it. 

The general club 
scene is very much a re- 
plica of the overall way 
of life in Brazil: the 
haves and have-nots. 

Flamengo is a very 
wealthy club, with mod- 
em equipment and faci- 
lities. 

Bonsucesso, by com- 
parison, is a very poor 
club. 

However, the 
coaching and develop- 
ment procedures differ 
very little: both clubs 
and their staff approach 
their task in a very meti- 
culous manner. 

They approach their 
work in a highly-plan- 
ned and programmed 
manner, with every de- 
tail being recorded. 

The ‘factory’ system 
and the way of life pro- 
duces an abundance of 
natural talent, and li- 
terally everyone on the 
playing and technical 
side of the game has to 
come up through the 
system to reach the top.

Addendum 


Major clubs in Brazil 
take on smaller clubs as 
nurseries. 

In this way, players 
are loaned and “rented” 
by way of common 
agreement. 

For example, when a 
small club has de- 
veloped a promising 
player, he may be taken 
on by a larger club for a 
set period rather than 
buying him outright. 

In exchange, the 
smaller club may be 
given a veteran and two 
juniors — the latter 
being players who might 
be able to hold a first 
team place and, thereby 
develop at a greater rate 
through the experience. 

In Rio, Vasco da 
Gama have negotiated 
such arrangement with 
Sao Cristavao and Olar- 
ia AC; Flamengo have 
arrangements with Bon- 
sucesso and Friburguen- 
so, whilst Fluminense 
have Portuguesa and 
Madureira tied up. 

Besides this type of 
arrangement, which 
provides a continual 
source of talent, clubs 
maintain ‘‘football 
schools’’ within the 
suburbs. 

Full‘use of the fields 
of the many amateur 
clubs are used where 
coaches and former 
players work each day, 
both in the mornings 
and afternoons, with 
potential players. 


If a boy studies in the 
morning at school, then 
he will play in the after- 
noon; if he studies in the 
afternoon, then he will 
play in the morning. 

This programme has 
the full backing of the 
Brazilian Government 
in an attempt to keep 
the boys off the streets 
in their free school time. 

Another important 
means of developing 
and discovering players 
are the “Centers” many 
miles away from the 
club. 

For example, 
Flamengo have up to 60 
such Centers within Rio 
State, the nearest being 
some 100 km from the 
city of Rio. They have a 
Center in each provin- 
cial city. 

In each Center, boys 
are coached and trained 
by special coaches, with 
players sporting the col- 
ours of the club in 
matches against local 
amateurs. 

Promising players 
may be transferred to 
Rio with their family 
and the costs are fully 
covered by the club.

But the same players 
who put Australia on 
the Soccer map are turn- 
ing out before empty 
terraces for their clubs. 

I cannot agree with 
those who claim that it is 
the standard of club Soc- 
cer that is keeping spec- 
tators away. 

Our local football is 
no better, no worse, 
than that which is pro- 
duced at club level in 
dozens of countries 
whose national teams 
have never qualified for 
a World Cup or Olympic 
Games, yet attract good 
crowds to their domestic 
competitions. 

I have the nagging 


suspicion, reinforced by 
a lengthy absence, that 
Australian Soccer fans 
are the hardest to please 
in the world. 

The majority of them 
may be migrants, but in 
one respect they have 
become thoroughly 
assimilated: they are 
first class knockers. 

Many also live in a 
dream world, fondly re- 
calling Soccer as it was 
played in the “Old 
Country”. 

They have yet to real- 
ise that today’s game de- 
mands a radically diffe- 
rent approach; that the 
world-wide trend now is 
towards a more direct, 
physical outlook. 

The few countries 
which still adhere to the 
old romantic notions 
with which many of our 
fans equate “attrac- 
tive” football are also 
those which have proved 
spectacularly unsuccess- 
ful in recent years. 

I would have thought 
that the Socceroos’ stir- 
ting displays in the last 
two and a half years 
would have convinced 
sceptics, who are legion 
in our ranks, that our 
football isn’t half as bad

one vote in FIFA. 


Their vote will carry 
the same weight as that 
of, say, West Germany 
where any small town 
has as many, if not 
more, players than 
Vanuatu and the Solo- 
mons combined. 

They will enjoy the 
same rights as Italy and 
France, two of the 
founder members of 
FIFA. 

While applauding the 
democratic nature of 
FIFA, one can only 
wonder how it can func- 
tion along those lines. 

The United Nations 
also has egalitarian one 
country one yote proce- 
dures, but with a major 
proviso: the most 
powerful countries have 
the right of veto, which 
all have made ample use 
of when it suited their 
purpose. 

That choice is not 
accorded the major 
European soccer pow- 
ers, several of which 
don’t even have direct 
representation on the 
FIFA executive. 

How long can those 
anomalies last? 

FIFA is bound to ex-

Tough road ahead 


for Brunswick Juve

THE most poignant 
moment for big Brian 
Brown came with his 
Brunswick Juventus 
team down and nearly 
out at half-time in that 
dramatic relegation 
duel against Preston 
Makedonia. 

As Brown left the field 
for that half-time break, a 
supporter leaned over the 
fence and yelled: “Hey, 
Number Four, you 
shouldn’t even be playing 
for Juventus!” 

“T’ve never let suppor- 
ters get to me like that 
before”, Brown admitted 
afterwards. 

“But that left me feel- 
ing angry, and very hurt’, 
the burly Scot told ASW. 

That is hardly surpris- 
ing since Brown, the same 
man who trudged from 
Olympic Village a beaten 
man two weeks back, isn’t 
what you’d consider a 
quitter. 

It was, after all, Brown 
who captained the club to 
its memorable 1985 NSL 
title win. 

He has also led Juven- 
tus to Southern Division, 
Dockerty Cup and Italian 
Cup triumphs in the past 
three seasons. 

Even Brown under- 
stands the fickle nature of 
sport, and he knew that 
with Juve’s relegation, 
feeling would run deep 
with club supporters in 
this its dismal 40th 
anniversary season. 

“But the thing is that 
he didn’t even know my 
name”’, Brown explained. 

“People can question 
my ability, but it hurts 
when they (the fans) ques- 
tion my commitment to 
the club’’, the former 
Juventus ‘“‘Best and 
Fairest” told me. 

How quickly the 
mighty have fallen and 
how quickly they forget 


For Brown, the 1988 
Beach Fashions Cup final 
might well be his NSL 
swansong, as it could also 
be for the likes of Peter 
Laumets and John Yzen- 
doorn. 

Brown acknowledges 
as much, but he is pre- 
pared to fight in the 
Victorian State League 
next year for the sake of 
the club. 

He and gutsy Gary 
McDowall spent the Sun- 
day evening after that 
fateful Preston game 
““drowning their sor- 


rows”. 

They weren’t the only 
ones. 

The Olympic Village 
home hoodoo had struck 
for the second successive 
year. 

Club president Dome- 
nic Tenuta was still put- 
ting on his brave front 
five days after the Preston 
game, but he admitted 
the shock was still setting 
in. 

“We did our best but 

~”, mused the usually 
talkative Juventus 
supremo. ‘ 

Tenuta said there had 
not been as much nega- 
tive reaction as he had ex- 
pected after Juve’s 
demise, 

*‘Had we been rele- 
gated in the same form as 
we started the year I think 
things might have been 
worse’’, he told ASW. 

“But I think the club’s 
supporters can see that 
we at least tried to do 
something about it and 
we went down kicking 
and fighting.” 

Despite the gloom mer- 
chants who are predicting 
that relegation will spell 
the end for Juventus, 
Tenuta believes the club 
will take inspiration from 
the likes of St George, 
Sydney Olympic and 
Heidelberg, which have 
all suffered the same fate, 
and have come back to 
fight another day. 

But’, he conceded, 
“we are resigned to losing 
some players next season. 

“On the positive side, 
however, this business 
might give us a chance to 
consolidate the club and 
our new ground at Bruns- 
wick.” 

Juventus will certainly 
face an exodus of players 
from its ranks. 

Already South Mel- 
bourne Hellas is in- 
terested in Joe Palatsidis 
and Mehmet Durakovic 
has been chased by 
Footscray for two years. 

Gary McDowall, who 
should still be a senior 
Socceroo, will have no 
trouble getting a club. 

Laumets, out of the 
game for six months be- 
fore being picked up by 
Juve, deserves to play 
NSL, but mightn’t get the 
chance with one less Mel- 
bourne club in the league. 

Big Brown believes he 
won't get picked up by 
another NSL club, which 
makes him all the more 
determined to go out a 
winner with a cup win- 
ners’ medal against Apia. 

Socceroos Andrew Zin- 
ni and Mike Petersen are 
“certainties”? to go to 
other NSL clubs, but that 
still leaves players of the 
calibre of Charlie Egan, 
Scott Patterson, Sean 
Lane, Fabio Incantalupo 
and Vlatko Belic to pon- 
der their futures. 

If nothing else it will be 
an interesting close-sea- 
son at Juventus. 

Manfred Schaefer, who 
did his absolute level best 
to lift Brunswick from the 
relegation mire, has all 
but finished his stint at 
the club, and he too will 
be determined to go out a 
winner in the cup final. 

For Juventus, the NSL 
has come and gone but 
the 1985 title triumph will 
always be recalled as 
probably its greatest in 40 
years.

USSR, with a player’s 
share of the fee coming 
to him in the form of an 
apartment — a precious 
commodity in the Sovie- 
ty Union — or cash. 

Interestingly, neither 
the Sports Ministry nor 
the Party press have 
commented on the 
book. 

It is common know- 
ledge that all of the 
above does occur. 

To the credit of Soviet 
Soccer administrators, 
positive steps are being 
taken to streamline the 
code and eliminate the 
hypocrisy and ineptness 
which have shrouded it 
for decades. 

Clubs at present run 
by institutions like the 
army, air force, state 
railways or trade unions 
will soon have to pay 
their own way. 

They will be allowed 
to earn revenue from 
ticket sales, membership 
fees, lotteries, billboard 
advertising and other 
commercial ventures. 

Actually,Dynamo 
Kiev and Dniep-; 
ropetrovsk will operate 
as fully professional 
clubs in 1989. 

And much to the play- 
ers’ delight, the Soviet 
Sports Ministry has de- 
creed that starting next 
year they will be allowed 
to keep most of their 
foreign currency when 
they return from over- 
seas tours. 

Dynamo, alone, in 
1987/88, earned $1 mil- 
lion from matches 
abroad, most of which 
ended up in the hard 
currency-starved coffers 
of the Sports Ministry.

been barred from the next World Cup, as reported 
earlier in ASW, for fielding over-age players in a 
Youth World Cup qualifying tournament.
